GENTLEMEN, CAME

diviſidns may again be united, in-amitie, pea; 
and ſafeiy:; Second'y., That you will take a 
tender Care of the Church of ENGLAND, 
eo repair the fences and breaches thereof, by 
ſctling ſuch a Goverament therein, withour 
Parity, Anarchy or Confuſton, as may preſerve 
it from future Faction, Popery, and Schiſms, 
Thirdly, that you will { co your utmoſt )) bee 
Careful ropreſerye(in particular)theCultoms,. 
Franchiles, Freedoms, Rights, and Privileges 
ofthis Corporation, wherewith ye are intru - 
ted, that our Charter may bee Renewed 
and Confirmed ; And Laſtly, That you will 
prove your ſelves, ( indeed ) Patres Patrie,, 
and indeayour to lay ſuch ſafe, and ſure foun- 
dations , as may Reſtore us to our Antient 
laſting Peace, and Government, without cffu- 
fion of more Chriſtian Blood ; whereby the 
Charge of a future Warr may be prevented - 
Andupon all occaſions, remember, and con. 
ſider,that wee have [ntrufted your Selves with 
no lefſe, than all our Lives, Eftates, and Li-
